
Sculpture trail organiser asks 
public to vote for funding bid 


THE organiser of the ArtsFest Sculp¬ 
ture Trail in Lyme Regis is asking for 
the public to help secure up to 
£25,000 in funding for a continued 
public art presence in the town. 

John Calder, curator of this year’s sculp¬ 
ture trail - which saw installations appear 
across the town throughout summer - has 
applied to the Aviva Community Fund for 
the grant, but the public need to place then- 
votes to ensure the project is supported. 

If successful, it is hoped that a continued 
public art presence will be created in Lyme 
Regis, building on the experience gained 
from the past two sculpture trails that were 
held in conjunction with the annual Arts¬ 
Fest, and creating an out-of-season attrac¬ 
tion for both residents and visitors. 

The project has already received 855 votes 
and Mr Calder has been backed by the town 
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council, Town Mill Arts and LymeForward. 

Funding would be spent on hiring 12 of 
the “most worthy and robust” sculptures 
from this year’s trail for a further 12 months 
at a total cost of £9,705. 

A further £13,800 would be spent on cre¬ 
ating a bronze replica of one of the most 
popular pieces from this year’s trail, “Hare- 
man” by Clare Trenchard, which appeared 
in Langmoor Gardens, as this proved not ro¬ 
bust enough as a resin cast work. 

It is then hoped to establish a commission¬ 
ing programme for new work. The grant ap¬ 
plication says that this element of the 
project required further development and a 
budget of £1,200 would be used to work on 
this for future years. 

Mr Calder commented: “The 
2016 ArtsFest Sculpture Trail has 
demonstrated that there could be a 
place for public art in Lyme Regis 
all the time. It can provide benefits

■ IF funding is approved, some of the 
more popular sculptures, such as 
'Trapeze 7 , will remain in the gardens 

to the residents and it can stimulate interest 
in our visitors and even attract new visitors 
in the off-peak season.” 

Mr Calder explained that the curator of the 
project and the landowner would collabo¬ 
rate in the selection of the work. 

“It would also be important to see the pub¬ 
lic art offer changing over time, thus retain¬ 
ing an element of surprise and novelty,” he 
added.

SCOUT leader Karen Yelland was born in Chel¬ 
tenham and travelled and lived abroad as a child 
as her father was in the Armed Forces. 

Before moving to Lyme Regis, she lived in Bris¬ 
tol where she met husband Paul, and they now 
have two sons who have just left the Woodroffe 
School. 

Karen is a Beaver and Scout leader with the 1 st 
Lym Valley Scouts, based in Uplyme, and has re¬ 
cently received her 10 year service award and the 
Chief Scouts Commendation Award. 

Karen is also a staff nurse at Dorset County Hos¬ 
pital in Dorchester, working in the cardiology de¬ 
partment. 


• WHAT brought you to Lyme Regis? 

We came to Lyme Regis 2006, so have been here for 10 
years now. We came as we wanted a change for our 
children and used to come down here for our holidays 
and stay at Haye Farm and Monkton Wylde. Paul's father 
used to live in Halstock and they used to have a caravan 
at Freshwater beach. We loved it here and took a 
chance to move away from family and friends and find 
new jobs. 



We like to take part in community events to be a part 
of the community and encourage the scouts to take 
care of their environment. 


• HOW did you get involved in Scouting? 

I have been in Scouting for most of my life. My father 
was into Scouting leader training and I went to my first 
camp at a few months old when we lived in Cyprus. 

When we lived in Germany we took part in lots of in¬ 
ternational camps with Scouts from Europe and USA. 
My mother was Akela of Cubs and, when I was old 
enough at 18,1 became a leader. 

When I came to Lyme Regis I joined 1 st Lym Valley 
Scout Group as a Beaver leader. Beaver Scouts are the 
youngest section of Scouts; they are girls and boys 
aged six to eight. They are such fun and it means you 
can have a good, fun time as well. I am also a Scout 
leader for ages 10 to 14 and do more adventurous ac¬ 
tivities and camps. 


We do varied activities within each section of the 
group from Beavers, Cubs and Scouts. We have lots of 
hikes which involves map reading - a lost art with the 
rise of GPS and sat navs.The Scouts do rafting, camp¬ 
ing, shooting, archery, climbing, fire lighting and cook¬ 
ing. 

We do activities with other groups around East 
Devon like the parades and camps. We have been to 
Jamborees in Norfolk and Devon and recently I went 
with my son Josh to the Essex International Jamboree, 
where there were over 8,000 scouts from the UK and 
around the world. There are opportunities to go 
abroad. Next year some of us are going to Denmark 
and there is the chance to get selected for the World 
Jamboree in the USA taking place in 2019. 


• WHAT do you enjoy about being a Scout leader? 

I like being a leader as you can see the young people 
develop in their confidence and thinking. It is fun and 
the leaders have just as much fun as the Scouts do. As 
a leader you learn new skills, meet other like-minded 
people and have the privilege to help children achieve 
their potential. 

I have seen seen children start as Beavers at the age 
of six feeling nervous, not confident, insular, and finish 
Scouts with us at the age of 14 confident, knowl- 
edgable, able to do things they thought they would 
never be able to do. When the scouts leave at 14 there 
is the opportunity to stay in Scouting by joining Ex¬ 
plorer Scouts aged 14 to 18 at Axe Air Explorers. This is 
the Explorer unit for our group in East Devon and they 
are based in Beer. Our young leaders are affiliated to 
this group and join in with their activities and courses. 


• TELL us about your recent awards... 

I have received two awards recently; one was my 10 
year service award and the other was the Chief Scouts 
Commendation Award for Good Service. This given in 
respect of not less than five years of good service which 
stands out. It is regarded as the Chief Scout's recogni¬ 
tion of the very real contribution made to the associa¬ 
tion by the individual concerned. 


• HOW did you feel to receive the award? 

I was pleasantly surprised to receive this award and it 
means a lot to me as I strive to give our Scouts the best 
experience and opportunities I can. I will wear the 
badge with pride. 


• WHY would you encourage children to get in¬ 
volved with Scouts? 

I would encourage children and adults to join Scouting 
as we believe Scouting changes lives, which is why we 
want every young person in the UK to have the oppor¬ 
tunity to be involved. 

Scouts helps children and young adults reach their 
full potential. Scouts develop skills including teamwork, 
time management, leadership, initiative, planning, 
communication, self-motivation, cultural awareness 
and commitment. We help young people to get jobs, 
save lives and even change the world. 

Today we have 457,000 youth members supported by 
113,000 volunteers. Leaders are not paid they are vol¬ 
unteers and give up a lot of time as they have to have 
training in safeguarding, first aid and how to provide a 
balanced programme for the children. 
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• ARE you a member of any other local groups? 

I'm a regular churchgoer with my husband at St 
Michael's and am also learning to ring the bells there. I 
sing in the festival choir in Uplyme and also take part 
in a women's morning group sharing thoughts on the 
Bible, scripture and prayer. 


• WHAT do you enjoy doing in your spare time? 

I enjoy walking and going out on the kayak (weather 
permitting). My husband and I have just started sea 
swimming which is exhilarating though cold at times. 
I keep chickens and like to be out in the garden.

Uplyme residents hand over petitions for 
better broadband to BT representatives 


TWO petitions calling for improved 
broadband speeds across Uplyme were 
handed to representatives from BT at a 
public meeting on Friday. 

The meeting was held in Uplyme Vil¬ 
lage Hall following months of corre¬ 
spondence between dissatisfied 
residents of Uplyme and BT. 

An online petition was launched ear¬ 
lier this year, with more than 100 resi¬ 
dents calling for BT to upgrade their 
line so that they could receive superfast 
broadband. 

Currently, some residents claim they 
only receive internet speeds of 1 to 
2mbps - compared to superfast speeds 
of 24mbps - which they have said pre¬ 
vents them from working from home 
and their children from completing 
their homework. 

At the meeting on Friday, chaired by 
lead campaigner Ed Blundell, petitions 
from residents of both Uplyme and 
Harcombe were handed to Paul Coles,

Mr Coles explained that BT invested 
£2.5billion in providing two thirds of 
the UK with superfast broadband in 
2009. This was invested into areas 
where it was deemed most financially 
viable, such as high density areas. 

Connecting Devon and Somerset 
(CDS) was then set up to deliver next 
generation broadband infrastructure to 
areas where the market failed to invest, 
aiming to reach 90 per cent of the pop¬ 
ulation by the end of 2016. 

CDS is currently coming to the end 
of its Phase 1 roll-out, but Uplyme was 
not included in this. It is not yet known 
which areas will benefit from Phase 2 
of the roll-out. 

Mr Blundell commented: “No other

organisation can help us. No internet 
service provider can help us because 
they have to work with the infrastruc¬ 
ture BT provides. We’re not covered by 
CDS or any other programme we are 
aware of. 

“BT has received funding to cover 
areas not otherwise covered. Why has 
this not happened here?” 

Residents complained that BT had 
been unable to give a positive or spe¬ 
cific answer on when their broadband 
speeds would be improved. 

Mr Coles said that the second phase 
of the CDS roll-out might pick up Up¬ 
lyme, or residents could discuss co-in¬ 
vesting in infrastructure themselves, 
adding: “I understand your frustration.” 

Uplyme resident Rob Lane replied: “I 
don’t think you do understand our frus¬ 
tration. Stepping back from superfast 
broadband, I’d be happy with regular 


speeds.” 

He complained that his internet speed 
had been halved from 2.5mbps since 
BT had installed infrastructure for su¬ 
perfast broadband elsewhere. 

“You’re responsible for degrading my 
service because you didn’t have a con¬ 
tingency plan in place,” he argued. 

Ian Thomas, East Devon district 
councillor for the Trinity ward, which 
includes Uplyme, offered to take resi¬ 
dents’ post codes and check if they 
were likely to be included in Phase 2 of 
the CDS roll-out, and hand them to BT 
to carry out a survey. 

He also suggested that residents may 
be able to benefit from the CDS 
voucher scheme. More information on 
this can be found on the website 
ww w.connectingdevonandsomerset .co.

whether to give their backing to the project, town 
councillors expressed concerns about some of the in¬ 
stallations which featured in this year’s sculpture 
trail, most notably the controversial “Wrapt” at 
Leper’s Well, but Mr Calder said the project would 
focus more on the installations in Langmoor and Lis¬ 
ter Gardens, which the council agreed to support in 
principle. 

Some of the more popular sculptures which would 
be hired for a further 12 months include “Ripple” by 
Michael Fairfax, “Speaking Volumes” by David 
Parker, “Skateboarder” by Greta Berlin, “Core Sam¬ 
ple Pillar” by Isla Chaney, “Trapeze” by Clare Tren- 
chard, and “Obsession” by Pete Hackett, as well as 
the bronze cast of “Hareman”. 

“From the general reaction of the public, it is clear 
that these sculptures have a broad appeal,” Mr Calder 
added. 


“We can only be awarded the necessary funds if we 
place votes in substantial numbers and, later this 
month, we will know for sure whether the votes were 
sufficient to place us amongst the finalists. 

“If the project does become a finalist, it will be 
judged alongside others before being awarded any 
funds.” 

To vote for the project - “A Continuous Public Art 
Presence in Lyme Regis” - visit the website 
www.avivacommunityfund .co .uk/voting/project/vie 
w/16-1576 and register to place your votes.

Mr Underhill said: “My wife’s collapse in Wim- 
borne Square was completely unexpected, and I 
would like to thank the off-duty nurse who rushed to 
help, the South Western Ambulance crew who arrived 
within three minutes, and the superb team at the Wes¬ 
sex Neurological Unit. These professionals literally 


Proposed recycling bin charges'unfair' 


ANTI-litter campaigners have criticised proposals to 
charge for kerbside recycling bins as"unfair and im¬ 
practical." 

The Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP) is consider¬ 
ing charging for the first time to provide bins to new 
customers, and to charge for those whose bins are 
damaged, stolen on lost. 

Felicity McLaren from the Stop the Drop organisa¬ 
tion, which campaigns against littering, com¬ 
mented: "My immediate reaction was that this 
proposed charge on householders is quite unfair 
and impractical. I can see new householders simply 
refusing to have a bin, and surely the DWP wouldn't 
have the legal right to insist they do when a charge 
is involved?" 

Ms McLaren said the proposed charge of £55 for 
the bins was "actually quite a lot for a household to 
find". 

"As for the charge for replacing lost or damaged 
bins, what would be the easiest thing for someone 
to do who needs a replacement? Unless you burn 
your property address into the plastic your bin 
could easily find its way into someone else's garden 
and you would have no idea where it went," she 
added. 

Ms McLaren pointed out that, apart from damag¬ 
ing a bin by running over it in a car or someone set¬ 
ting fire to it, as has happened this week in 


Weymouth, the most likely way damage could be 
caused to a bin was by refuse collectors. 

"How do you lose a 240 litre bin unless someone 
else steals it? In which case, why should you pay for 
replacement?" 

The Dorset Waste Partnership says it is considering 
the new charges to help meet the cost of delivering 
bins to new customers. The organisation claim that 
each year around 900 new properties are built in 
Dorset - costing £46,000 to purchase and deliver 
bins. 

Over the same period around 9,000 bins across 
the county are damaged, or lost, and need replac¬ 
ing at a cost of £159,000. 

The organisation is running a public consultation 
on the proposals, which will continue until Novem¬ 
ber 18th with a decision being made in the New 
Year whether or not to go ahead with the new 
charges. 

Chairman of the DWP committee, CouncillorTony 
Alford, said: "As well as maintaining a high level of 
service to the public, we regularly review our costs 
to identify areas where savings can be made. 

"We want to hear what people think of the sug¬ 
gestions by completing our online survey."

Being true 

SOME people label me 
as "different"! I am gay. 

That's it, no crime com¬ 
mitted, I just don't fancy 
guys!

We 
all walk the same Earth, we breathe the same air, 
and we all go about our daily lives in the same 
manner. 

No one should be seen as superior, we are all

equal. Everyone deserves equality. Everyone is 
unique. We all have different appearances, voices, 
interests, attitudes and so on. We've learned to 
accept and appreciate people for their differ¬ 
ences in skin colour and gender and now we'll 
learn to accept people for their sexuality.

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The funding dilemma facing the 

Lyme Matters 


F EELINGS are running high 
over the future of the Marine 
Theatre in Lyme Regis. It was 
ever thus. 

Throughout all the years I have 
been reporting on local events in 
Lyme, the Marine has been a cause of 
great debate, argument and contro¬ 
versy. 

And I can’t see a time in the future 
when it will be any different. 

There can’t be many towns as small 
as Lyme which have a theatre which 
presents entertainment 12 months of 
the year. Indeed, professional the¬ 
atres in many bigger places have 
struggled to survive and many have 
been forced to close their doors. 

Following reports of council discus¬ 
sion in this paper, three passionate 
supporters of the theatre jumped to 
its defence in our letters column last 
week. We published their views in 
full and carried a front page story to 
redress the balance. 

Predictably, the inference of some 
of their comments is that we are stir¬ 
ring the proverbial. The truth is that 
it was an accurate record of the coun¬ 
cil debate on how the theatre oper¬ 
ates following further requests for 
public money. 

They called for the “theatre bash¬ 
ing” to stop after the council decided 
there were “fundamental issues” 
with the way the theatre was run. 

One of the letter writers came into 
our office and was very animated 
about the whole issue, aiming a good 
deal of criticism at this newspaper. 


This column has recognised the 
unique place the Marine Theatre has 
in the community life of Lyme. It is a 
fact that without volunteer support 
the Marine would have closed down 
long ago. 

ut what sets the Marine aside 
from other worthy community 
assets is the amount of public 
funding it has received: around 
£750,000 in recent years. No other 
body has been given so much finan¬ 
cial support from the council. 

And whilst that public funding con¬ 
tinues, as it must if the Marine is to 
survive, its operation will always be 
open to examination and debate. 

Until such time as the Marine can 
find alternative funding, difficult if 
not impossible in this current eco¬ 
nomic climate, those who work so 
hard to keep it alive will always be 
challenged - and rightly so. 

Down the years council made a 
pig’s ear of running the theatre and 
successive council’s failed dismally 
to invest in its infrastructure, which 
was allowed to deteriorate over a 
long time with the occasional patch¬ 


ing up job. The roof should have been 
replaced years ago. That neglect has 
impacted greatly on various manage¬ 
ments who have tried to make a suc¬ 
cess of the place. 

You have to go back to the 1960s 
when London impresario Bob 
Alexander ran the Big Beat nights at 
the Marine. He made a fortune but 
the success of bringing some of the 
biggest names in pop music to Lyme 
Regis was marred by the bussing in 
of hundreds of revellers whose be¬ 
haviour left much to be desired. 

After Bob Alexander the Marine ex¬ 
perienced a very fallow period, fol¬ 
lowed by a short period of higher 
profile when Colyford publican John 
Rodd took on the responsibility. 

uring my brief period on the 
council, back in the 1980s, I 
tried to breathe new life back 
into the Marine but it was an uphill 
struggle and the revival of discos led 
to more trouble in the streets, includ¬ 
ing a stabbing incident. 

Much later the people of Lyme were 
asked to take part in a referendum on 
what they thought should happen to 


the Marine. They came down heavily 
in favour of the premises being 
handed over to a trust to run. 

Had that not been the case, I believe 
the Marine would have closed many 
years ago. 

The trust decided the best way to 
run the theatre was to employ a pro¬ 
fessional to front the operation, 
backed by volunteers. It would seem 
to be the only way but not all the 
managers/artistic directors have 
achieved much success and they 
don’t usually stay too long. 

The current incumbent, Clemmie 
Reynolds, has won much respect for 
her efforts in presenting a varied pro¬ 
gramme of entertainment in the 
short period she has been in the 
town. 

However, in these days of instant 
entertainment that can be transmit¬ 
ted into your home via numerous 
and varied devices, the interest in 
live performance is not what it was. 

When the council decided to sup¬ 
port the theatre to the tune of around 
£30,000 a year, it was never the inten¬ 
tion that it would be a permanent so¬ 
lution. Hopes were expressed in the 
council chamber that other funding 
could be found coupled with the ex¬ 
pectation that the programme of 
events would eventually pay for its 
upkeep. 

The issue of the Marine’s future 
was clouded by the unfortunate spat 
over the advertising rotunda which 
did the theatre very little good in the

end. If rumours are correct, the the¬ 
atre is now looking for further finan¬ 
cial support from the council and 
will no doubt get it as I can’t imagine 
councillors will want to take the 
building back into public control, 
uggestions that the old building 
could be demolished and re¬ 
placed by a commercial devel¬ 
opment to fund a new theatre are, in 
the eyes of many, pie in the sky. 

So what will happen to the much¬ 
loved theatre by the sea? 

Clearly the council need to get 
closer to the day-to-day financing of 
the Marine to satisfy themselves that 
its money is being well spent. 

Those running the theatre have to 
accept that more transparency and 
greater accountability is the price 
they have to pay for public funding - 
and a future. 

I believe the role played by the vol¬ 
unteers is appreciated by the council; 
those volunteers and wider support¬ 
ers have to accept that not everyone 
in the town shares their passion for 
this marvellous asset so much ad¬ 
mired by virtually every profes¬ 
sional artist which steps onto its 
stage. 

We also need to remember that 
without the Marine our own local 
stage societies would have no home 
and that would be a great loss to the 
town. 

I rather think the Marine will be 
around for many years to come. I for 
one would mourn its loss.

Residents oppose chicken farm plans 


A GROUP of residents in Raymond’s Hill have 
banded together to fight a planning application for a 
chicken farm close to their homes, which they say 
would block the communities view of Golden Cap. 

Earlier this year, an application for a large free 
range poultry unit on the same site, between Uplyme 
and Axminster, was withdrawn. In both cases the ap¬ 
plicant has included a “temporary' dwelling adjacent 
to the industrial units”. 

The site, south east of Red Lane, is proposed to 
have access by articulated lorries from the A35, a 
well-known accident blackspot. 

A spokesperson for the opposing residents said: 
“New entrances will have to be cut into beautiful 
Devon banks, which protects an abundance of 
wildlife, not to mention the meadow’s wild orchids 
and other wildflowers. 

“Residents, walkers, riders and visitors to this un¬ 
spoilt area with views of Golden Cap, a visible and 
stunning local landmark, would pass this horrendous 
complex situated in an Area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty. 

“The awful and intolerable ammonia fumes from so 
many birds would threaten properties a mile away or 
more.” 

However, the owner of the land, Gemma Hollis, dis¬ 
putes the claims from the residents, saying the

chicken farm will not be industrial nor will it block 
the view of Golden Cap. 

Mrs Hollis said: “In reality it is for one, small poul¬ 
try shed, I hardly call that an industrial-sized chicken 
farm. 

“I fail to see how this would block anybody’s view 
of Golden Cap. The proposed site is also just yards 
away from two large cattle sheds which are already 
there. The application earlier this year was withdrawn 
simply due to an error in the original application. 

“I feel it’s worth mentioning that the A35 is already 
used by articulated lorries daily and also agricultural 
vehicles, and with our proposal the lorries would 
equate to less than one per week. 

“The proposal for an entrance to the site will see the 
existing entrance which is right on the junction and 
make one new entrance in a more suitable place.” 

The final decision will be made by East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Council and any comments should be emailed to 
planningeast@eastdevon.gov.uk by November 9th. 
The planning application reference number is 
16/2197/FUL and can be found on the district council 
website.

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Council receives more than 400 
objections to power station plans 


A PLANNING application to site a power station 
in Hawkchurch, near Lyme Regis, has received 
more than 400 objections. 

Plans to build a “gas fired energy reserve facil¬ 
ity” in land off Stonebarrow Road is currently with 
planning officers at East Devon District Council 
and awaiting decision. 

Stor Power Ltd. submitted the application, which 
proposes a small scale energy reserve facility of 
up to 20 MW to support provision of local power 
demand. 

They report that the proposed development will 
be predominantly housed within one main engine 
hall, which could have a maximum footprint of 
45.5m x 20.5m. Attached to the hall could be up 
to 10 chimney stacks, each 13m in height, which 
residents claim is higher than the church. 

Residents have come out in force to object to the 
proposals - which currently amount to 402 indi¬ 
vidual objections on the East Devon District Coun¬ 
cil website - and have branded it “totally 
inappropriate” and “out of character with the 
area”. 

Woman airlifted from beach 

A WOMAN was airlifted from Charmouth beach 
on Saturday, October 29th after falling and in¬ 
juring her hip. 

Coastguards from Lyme Regis and West Bay 
attended the scene at 1.42pm, as well as the 
coastguard helicopter, and found the woman 
lying in the car park near the heritage centre. 

The woman was airlifted to Dorchester Rugby 
Club, where she was then transported by land 
to Dorset County Hospital. 

Wyke coastguard team also assisted with pro¬ 
viding a safe landing site for the helicopter.

Denise Burton, a resident of Hawkchurch, said: 
“It has all been so hush-hush and nobody has been 
able to find out anything really about it. It has been 
done very underhandedly. 

“The farmer [the owner of the field where the fa¬ 
cility is going] knew from April that this was going 
to happen, why weren’t we told anything about it 
when it was considered? 

“We had six days to put in our complaint, so the 
parish council managed to get it extended. 

“How they can do that is beyond me, we have 
been here for 20 years and I don’t know how those 
people could do it. We are their neighbours for 
goodness sake.” 

A number of other objections on the EDDC’s 
planning site highlighted that the site is an Area of 
Outstanding Natural beauty (AONB), the height 
of the building would be detrimental to the land¬ 
scape, the amount of noise from the facility that 
could affect residents, it is inconsistent with the 
local plan and that the village is already has its fair 
share of renewable energy sources with solar farms 
in the area, as well as concerns it will contribute 
to heavier use of commercial vehicles at Hunters 
Lodge, a well-known accident black spot. 

Jon Antoniou, CEO of STOR Power Ltd, said: 
“Overall it is concluded hat the proposed develop¬ 
ment is acceptable in planning terms and meets the 
governments objectives to ensure that the UK con¬ 
tinues to support the transition to a low carbon 
economy and to have a safe, secure and reliable 
supply of electricity.”

View from the 

churches 


AS we approach the Remembrance arrangements for 
2016,1 cannot but ponder the fact that armed conflict 
still troubles our world. 

Viewing the reports of the Russian naval task force 
steaming towards Syria, I was reminded of my days in 
the RAF Maritime Patrol fleet. Many an hour was spent 
over the north Atlantic in all weathers refining our 
skills. 

Here I am, decades later, observing nations still at 
odds with one another. Driven by political or ideolog¬ 
ical differences (including religion!) resulting in masses 
of people on the move seeking refuge. 

I’m reminded that Christmas is approaching with the 
story of Joseph, Mary and Jesus. The real Christmas 
story was fashioned in the crucible of oppression, prej¬ 
udice and brutal armed conflict. The young couple 
forced to travel from home by the demands of a Roman 
census; nowhere to stay and eventually having to flee 
to Egypt; narrowly escaping infanticide committed by 
an insecure and brutal King Herod. 

It may be a surprise to some that at the heart of the 
Christian gospel is the ‘healing of the nations’. Jesus’ 
life and teaching is so much more than the commonly 
perceived idea of dealing with personal ‘sin’ and sort¬ 
ing out one’s destination in the afterlife. Jesus’ death 
and resurrection has breathtaking scope - to provide a 
means to liberate the human race from the perpetual 
cycle of anger, fear, hate, retribution and death - to 
‘heal the nations’. This is a timely message of hope not 
least as we approach Remembrance 2016.

IT'S NOT often that a missed opportunity becomes a 
reality. Having shared the stage with the likes of John 
Martyn, Status Quo, Edgar Broughton Band and 
David Bowie, '60s band HERON have had a cult fol¬ 
lowing for many years in countries as far afield as 
Denmark, Argentina, USA and Japan but has rarely 
performed outside the UK.

CUTTING-EDGE blues singer, songwriter and bottle¬ 
neck slide guitarist Catfish Keith has established him¬ 
self as one of the most exciting country blues 
performers of our time. Catfish's innovative style of 
foot-stomping, deep Delta Blues and American roots 
music has spellbound audiences the world over, and 
on Saturday, November 5th he is coming to Dorchester 
Arts. He has reinvented the guitar with great power 
and artistry, and brings a rare beauty and vitality to his 
music. Handing down the tradition, Catfish continues 
his lifelong journey as one of the brightest lights in 
acoustic blues and roots music. 

A two-time W. C. Handy Blues Award nominee for 
Best Acoustic Blues Album, and 2008 inductee into the 
Blues Hall of Fame, Catfish has fourteen number one 
independent radio chart-topping albums to his credit, 
and packs houses all over the world with his dynamic 
stage show.

Catfish Keith was born in East Chicago, Indi¬ 
ana on February 9th, 1962. He first heard blues 
as a child while living in "The Harbor", a work¬ 
ing-class, steel mill town. When he picked up 
the guitar as a teenager, he was inspired to pur¬ 
sue the deep delta blues after being converted 
by Son House. Following high school in Daven¬ 
port, Iowa, Catfish hit the road, embarking on 
a lifelong quest as a solo performer of Ameri¬ 
can roots music. 

His travels took him to the Caribbean, where 
in the Virgin Islands he crewed briefly on a sail¬ 
boat, soaking up a wealth of island sounds. 
Rhythms of Jazz, Calypso, Reggae and the 
music of Joseph Spence gave Catfish inspira¬ 
tion to reach new musical heights. Though he 
grew up on the Mississippi River, Catfish earned 
his monicker from a West Indian lobster-diving 


partner who, after seeing him swim, dubbed him 'Cat- 
fish-Swimmin'-Around,'and'Catfish-Steel-Guitar-Man'. 

In 1984, at age 22, Catfish recorded his first album (on 
Kicking Mule), Catfish Blues. The all-solo debut estab¬ 
lished him as a new force in acoustic blues, reaching 
number one on independent worldwide radio charts. 

Since then, Catfish has made a fourteen solo albums, 
including his latest, Put on a Buzz (on Fish Tail). He con¬ 
stantly tours the world, is a major endorser for National 
Reso-Phonic Guitars, and his music plays on top-rated 
TV shows in the USA and abroad. He's also become a 
respected educator as well as performer, doing guitar 
workshops, master classes and blues in the schools 
throughout the the world.
